That Is the call from Trustee 
Marvin Oldenburger regarding an- 
nexation requests for property on 
the casi end of Antloch. 

Oldenburger strongly request- 
ed Village Attorney Ken Clark to in- 
clude a provision in the pre-annex- 
atlon agreement requiring the peti- 
tioners to submit agreeable specifi- 
cations for any residential develop- 
ment to take place. . 

The desire to make sure the vil- 
lage has a say in the type and size of 
development is the result of previ- 
ous annexations which did not 
specify conditions. The result was 
smaller lot sizes and more units 
then the village board desires at this 
time. 

The discussion came about 
during Clark's updating of the 
board on talks with the Doolittle 
family concerning a parcel of 4.288 
acres. Clark explained the Doolit- 



tle's will have to go before the vil- 
lage zoning board for granting of 
agricultural classification. The way 
the village ordinances are written, if 
the parcel was five acres or more It 
could come Into the village without 
going before the zoning board. 

Since it is less than the required 
acreage, the Doolittles have the 
choice of adding land to the parcel 
to meet the requirement or going 
before the zoning board.

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Tragic accident 
kills two teens 

Two Carmel grads die in crash

Two area teenagers lost their 
lives in an automobile accident 
Oct. 14 at 5:57 p.m. on Highway 20 
and County J near East Troy in 
southern Wisconsin. Two other 
teenagers were injured as a result 
of the crash. 

Patrick J. Kurpicwski, 18, of 
Gumce, was pronounced dead at the 
scene at 6:20 p.m. He was a 1999 
graduate and football player at 
Carmel High School In Mundelein, 

Brooke M. Daus, IS, of Gumee, 
was pronounced dead at the scene at 
6:20 p.m.. She was also a 1999 grad- 
uate of Carmel High School, and a 
former cheerleader. 

Heather M. Carter, 18, of 
Wadsworth, and Elizabeth A. Bauer, 
18, of Arlington Heights, were listed 
in critical, but stable condition in the 
intensive care unit of Froedtert 
Memorial Lutheran Hospital in Mil- 
waukee. 

Carter, a 1999 graduate of 
Carmel High School, and Bauer, 
were flown by helicopter to the hos- 
pital after the accident 

According to reports from the 
Walworth County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, the accident occurred after 
Carter's 1998 Saturn coupe was 
struck on the passenger side by a 
1996 Ford pickup truck driven by 
Walter J. Koshen, 37, of Milton, Wis, 

The Saturn, driven by Carter, 



stopped at a stop sign and then pro- 
ceeded Into the Intersection to make 
a left turn. 

Koshen 's pickup truck was dri- 
ving westbound on County J going 
straight, when it struck the Saturn on 
the passenger side. 

Both vehicles then left the road- 
way and ended up on the northwest 
corner in a grass and tree area. 

Koshen was treated at a nearby 
hospital and released. 

The student body is devastat- 
ed," said Maureen Baizcr, director of 
marketing at Carmel High School, 
where Kurpiewski, Daus and Carter 
all graduated in 1999. 

"Carmel is a loving, close com- 
munity of. administrators, faculty 
and students. We ore praying for the 
families to be able to deal with this 
tragedy." 

Balzer said Carmel students 
were offered counseling support and 
were wearing ribbons "to honor their 
talents and contributions to Carmel 
High School." 

All four teens were freshman at 
Marquette University in Milwaukee.

The Scottish Capital Built Around a Castle

Airfare lo the UK is quite reasonable a! the moment, so I thought I might spend a 
couple of days in London. This was a last-minute decision, so I had to settle for a flight 
into Glasgow, Scotland with a return from London. Since the super fast Britrail trains 
make the trip from Glasgow to London in about 4 hours, this posed no great problem. 

According to my Britrail representative, the most scenic train route from Scotland to 
London, is from Edinburgh, ihe capital of Scotland. Edinburgh is only an hour from 
Glasgow, so I thought I would include a day in Edinburgh and get the train to London 
from there. As it turned out, Edinburgh was the highlight of my trip. 

My flight landed at Glasgow airport about 10 AM and after clearing customs, I 
caught a bus to the train station in town where I boarded one of the bi-hourly trains to 
Edinburgh. I was at Wavcrlcy Station in downtown Edinburgh by noon. 

Upon reaching the top of the stairs at Wavcrlcy, 1 exited on to Prince Street 
(Edinburgh's version of Michigan Ave,). I turned, looked up, and was overwhelmed by 
the sight of a 1, 000-year-old castle high on a hill right in ihe middle of the city! I've 
visited many castles on my trips to Europe, but never one so easily accessible. 

I quickly checked into the Hotel George and headed back toward the castle. The 
path to the castle took me past a little park right out of "Mary Poppins", complete with a 
merry-go-round, and then up a steep hill through beautifully landscaped flower gardens. 

The magnificent view of the city and surrounding terrain from the castle is not only 
breathtaking, but also gives one an idea of the strategic importance of the location of the 
castle during Scotland's wars of independence. 

Once inside I was treated to the sight of Scotland's ancient crown jewels which 
were missing for over a hundred years and found at the bottom of an oak chest in a small 
room in the castle in 1818. 

I had reservations on the 9 AM train to London the next day. Even though my time 
in London was already limited, I still chose to change my plans and take the I PM train 
instead, just so I'could have a few more hours in the intriguing city of Edinburgh.

Wondrous 'Odyssey' 
translates well 



"The Odyssey," Homer's larger- 
than-life classic, has been around 
for nearly 3,000 years, passed 
along from one generation to the 
next. 

Now director Mary Zimmer- 
man, well-known for her creative 
insight, has taken the heroic talc 
and adapted it to the stage in a 
truly scintillating production at 
Chicago's Goodman Theater. The 
nearly 3- 1 /2-hour play captures all 
the key elements of this literary 
classic that's old and familiar yet 
fresh and buoyant at the same 
time. 

At every turn striking tmagcry- 
and some campy humor, too- 
Icaps from the stage as the 21- 
membcr cast, many playing multi- 
ple roles, enthusiastically recre- 
ates the trials and tribulations of 
the decade-long homeward jour- 
ney of the great military warrior 
Odysseus after a 10-year battle 
with the Trojans. Scenery Is spare, 
but expert use of lighting, costum- 
ing, original music and props (In- 
cluding some really campy silhou- 
ettes involving the one-eyed Cy- 
clops) easily transports tlie audi- 
ence and puts its imagination jnlo 
overdrive. 

Against the odds, Odysseus, 
played with single-minded nobili- 
ty by Christopher Donahue, faces 



many tests put to him by the 
Greek gods as he travels back to 
his ever-constant spouse, Pene- 
lope (Felicity Jones). Fortunately, 
he finds encouragement and help 
from the goddess Athena (Mari- 
ann Mayberry in a stunning per- 
formance). Doug Hara rises to the 
occasion asTelemccus, the son 
who grew up without the presence 
of a father figure. 

Especially delightful is the witty 
way Zimmerman handles the 
scene in which Odysseus, tied to 
the mast of his ship, must evade 
the enticing, modern-day lures of 
the Sirens. Hermes (played by 
Kyle Hall) is -Htcrally-a cleverly, 
appointed 'winged' messenger. 

A defining moment comes 
when Odysseus is finally back in 
Ithaca and must rid his house of 
the unwanted freeloaders who 
have pressed themselves relent- 
lessly on Penelope. Disguised as a 
beggar, his eyes light up in delight 
when It's announced that Pene- 
lope will accept the suitor who can 
string Odysseus' bow and fire an 
arrow through a row of axe heads- 
a feat no impostor can accom- 
plish. ,

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Podiatric physicians to participate in foot care aware program 
by providing free foot screenings to people with diabetes 



During the month of November, 
people with diabetes are encouraged 
to call 1-888-DIABETES to receive a 
referral to a podiatric physician pro- 
viding free Toot screenings as part of 
the Foot Care Aware program. The 
program is being conducted in 
recognition of American Diabetes 
Month. 

Podiatric physicians participat- 
ing in the program, sponsored by the 
American Diabetes Association, the 
Illinois Podiatric Medical Association 
and the Illinois Department of Hu- 
man Services, will provide free foot 
screenings to people with diabetes 
during November. The goal of the 
program is to help diagnose nerve 
damage and to reduce the risk of 
lower extremity amputations among 
the diabetic population. 



About 60 to 70 percent of people 
with diabetes have mild to severe 
forms of diabetic nerve damage. 
Each year, more than 5-1,000 indi- 
viduals, including 2,400 Illinois 
residents, lose their foot or leg 
due to diabetes. Costing as much 
as 5*10,000 each, more than half of 
these amputations could have 
been prevented with proper foot 
care. 

Many amputations are the result 
of nerve damage, a serious problem 
for many individuals with diabetes. 
Because nerve damage often leads 
to loss of sensation in the feet, peo- 
ple with diabetes often feel no pain 
when they injure a foot or toe. As a 
result, a minor injury can become 
infected and, without proper treat- 
ment, can lead to amputation. 



"We want to improve the lives of 
people affected by diabetes and this 
campaign is an excellent way to do 
that by providing free foot screenings 
to detect individuals with diabetes 
who are at risk for developing foot 
complications,'* said Lynnc Went?., 
R.N., M.H.S., president of Health 
Care and Education for the Northern 
Illinois Area or the American Dia- 
betes Association. 

In addition to having a free foot 
screening, people with diabetes can 
reduce their risk of amputation by 
following a few simple guidelines: 

•Check your bare feet every day 
for cuts, bruises, blisters, redness and 
swelling. Use a mirror if you cannot 
sec the bottom of your feet. . 

•Have your doctor check your 
bare feet at every visit. 



•Wash your feet In warm, not 
hot, water every day. Do not soak 
your feet. Remember to dry between 
your toes. 

•Never walk barefoot. 

•Cut toenails straight across, 
Use an emery board to smooth 
sharp edges that could cut the next 
toe. 

The American Diabetes Associ- 
ation, the Illinois Podiatric Medical 
Association and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Human Services encourage 
people with diabetes to take advan- 
tage of the free foot screenings, indi- 
viduals interested in a screening 
must make an appointment in ad- 
vance.

Provena Health prepared for year 2000 



Three years, more than 25,000 
staff hours and several million dol- 
lars later, the technology experts at 
Provena Health say they expect that 
Saturday, Jan. 1 , 2000, will be "busi- 
ness as usual" at the system's seven 
hospitals, 15 long-term care and res- 
idential facilities, 40-pius clinics, six 
home health agencies and other hu- 
man service activities. 

Dean Markctti, Provena Health's 
chief information officer, expects all 
Year 2000 (Y2K) solutions and con- 
tingency plans will be in place and 
operational this fall, allowing plenty 
of time before Jan. 1 , 2000. 

"Our number-one priority 
throughout this process has been 
our patients and residents," Markct- 
ti explained. "We've been working 
on Y2K since the fall of 1996, and 
we're confident that equipment and 



systems related to patient care will 
be Y2K complaint well before the 
new year. We fully expect that Jan. 1 
will be 'business as usual' at all 
Provena Health hospitals, clinics and 
other entities." 

Markctti and other Provena 
Health Information Services man- 
agers began studying Y2K In 1996 as 
an issue related to computer soft- 
ware and hardware. It quickly grew 
to include all equipment that con- 
tains an embedded computer chip 
(microchip) that may read "00" as 
"1900" instead of "2000." This 'in- 
cludes biomedical equipment such 
as ventilators, medication-infusion 
pumps, defibrillators and X-ray 
equipment; building systems such as 
heating and cooling equipment; and 
data processing equipment related 
to business functions, such as per-

sonal computers and software. 

More than 8,600 items were re- 
viewed. "We've inventoried more 
than 8,600 items related to patient 
and resident care," says Brian 
Byrnes, Y2K coordinator for Provena 
Health. "We tested these items or re- 
ceived the manufacturer's certifica- 
tion in those cases where the equip- 
ment couldn't be tested locally. Any 
Item that couldn't be brought Into 
compliance was replaced at a total 
cost of more than S2 million. We're 
waiting for replacements on a small 
handful of items that are due in Oc- 
tober or early November. These 
items will be taken out of service in 
December whether or not their re- 
placements arrive." 

In anticipation of Y2K, Provena 
Health earlier this year negotiated 
the purchase of new state-of-the-art 
cardiac monitors and fetal monitor- 
ing systems to replace most of the ex- 
isting units. The equipment will be 
standardized across all hospitals. 

Additionally, Byrnes and his 
counterparts at each hospital and 
other facilities, have been in contact 
with more than 2,000 manufacturers 
and suppliers of equipment and util- 
ities to ensure that they're on top of 
this issue. 

Contingency plans that cover 
everything from biomedical equip- 



ment to system software to local util- 
ities arc a major part of Provena 
Health's overall Y2K readiness. 

Each of Provena Health's hospi- 
tals, clinics and other businesses al- 
ready has plans in place to address 
disasters. like- telephone or power 
outages. In fact, each hospital is 
equipped with the ability to generate ' 
its own electricity, if necessary, for a 
period of time. Contingency plans 
will ensure the continued supply of 
such things as power and water, and 
the removal of waste, if necessary,*-*-, ^v* 

Plans also wilt cover possible 
malfunctions of biomedical equip- 
ment; building and environmental 
systems such as heating, cooling and 
ventilation; PCs and business-relat- 
ed functions;'and delays in delivery 
of supplies and pharmaceuticals. 

Both Markctti and Byrnes expect 
Jan. 1, 2000, to be "just another day" 
throughout Provea Health. 

"Throughout the entire process, 
we have given ourselves plenty of 
time so that we could make good, ra- 
tional decisions every step of the 
way," Markctti says. 

Provena Health hospitals, long-

Now that fall is here, the Lake 
County Health Department/Com- 
munity Health Center recom- 
mends that residents check the 
radon levels of their homes or 
apartments. 

"The best time to check for 
radon is during cool weather 
when everyone keeps their win- 
dows and doors closed," said 
Mahindar Sharma, environmental 
control engineer with the Health 
Department. "We encourage resi- 
dents to check radon levels in 
their- homes." 

Short-term test kits are act- 
able through the Health Depart- 
ment for $10, which Includes re- 
turn postage, laboratory analysis 
and interpretation by Health De- 
partment staff. Test kits are also 
available from area hardware and 
building supply stores. 

The United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency consid- 
ers radon gas to be a potential 
cause of cancer in humans. Radon 
is an odorless and colorless gas 
that is naturally found in rock and 



soil. It is the end product from the 
breakdown of uranium, a radioac- 
tive element. 

Radon seeps into homes from 
the soil through cracks In the 
basement floor and foundation, 
crawl spaces, poorly sealed sump 
pumps, floor drains, porous cin- 
der block walls and other founda- 
tion floor and wall penetrations. 
Although radon gas Is measurable 
everywhere, the highest readings 
are normally found in basement 
and first-floor levels of homes and 
apartments. 

Radon is measured in pic- 
ocurlcs per lifer of air. The Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency has 
established four picocurics per 
liter of air as an "action level" at 
which consideration should be given 
to reducing indoor radon levels. The 
only way to determine radon levels 
in a home or apartment is to test in 
the lowest living area.

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sleep over at Sherri's house?" Af- 
ter that, the screaming and 
laughter would begin. . , for 
hours! I often wondered why my 
parents never complained, but 
also knew why they were happy 
to let me occupy the downstairs 
bedroom on the OTHER side of 
the house! 

We enjoyed this activity im- 
mensely! This is not to say that 
there were not times that both of 
us would go a little too far in 
scaring each other and become 
really scared to the point that for 
a few minutes It wasn't fun any- 
more. But, then again, there was 
always an easy remedy for that. . . 
turn on the light for a few min- 
utes. If your daughter gets too 
scared, she will more than likely 
do the same thing. 

Let me try to explain to you a 
little bit about why this type of 
thing is so exciting for kids and 
even for many adults. Ours is a 
society that loves scary movies. 
They sell very well. Even the 
news is a form of scare and look 
at how many people arc drawn 
to it. Ask yourself how popular 
Roller Coasters arc. They have 
gotten bigger, scarier and more 
risky looking over time and their 
popularity has grown along with 
the risk. People love a safe scare! 
They love to feel that adrenaline 
pumping for a little while, to 
come down safely afterwards. I 
believe it gives them a feeling of 
being In control of their fears. It's 
almost therapeutic in a sense. 
The more you face your fears in a 
relatively safe environment, the 
more in control of your fears you 
are and the more in control you 



feel. 

Kids also love to laugh. I can 
tell you from my personal experi- 
ence with Stacey, that we 
laughed so hard from being 
scared that we would almost be 
wheezing by the time we were 
done. It felt so terrific I can't 
even express It. Your daughter is 
probably drawn back to the same 
feeling I was. 

This is probably OK for a kid 
who is 15. For a younger age 
child, however, it may not be the > 
best thing in the world. Younger 
kids have more difficulty finding 
the dividing line between reality 
and fantasy. I would say that you 
need to make a judgement call 
about how young is OK. If your 
9-year-old does this and ends up 
sleeping with you for the next 
four days, you know it's time to 
cut it off until the child is older. 

Regarding the sleep depriva- 
tion of the family, that is a tough 
one! You see, my family never 
complained at the time, but 1 
have a feeling that if they did, be- 
ing the teenager I was, I probably 
would have been a tough one to 
stop laughing. Not because I was 
insolent or defiant, but because 
the draw to the laughter was so 
strong and so much a part of 
Stacey's and my relationship. 

There are a couple of things I ^ 
might suggest. First, you might 
want to think about letting your 
daughter move her room to a dif- 
ferent location in the house. I 
ended up making the downstairs 
guest room my permanent room. 
It worked well in lots of ways and

Terry Link (D-Vernon Hills) 
weighed a bid for the congression- 
al post but opted to stay out of the 
race. 

After Porter's announced depar- 
ture from the race, Link said he 
"mulled this over quite a bit but I 
think it's the best tiling for me to stay 
in the Illinois Senate." 

"I'm definitely out (of the con- 
gressional race). I enjoy what I'm do- 
ing. I enjoy being in the state Senate,

tacted by a lot of people throughout 
the district — Democrats, Indepen- 
dents and Republicans, urging me to 
run," said Gash. 

Gash said she has been ap- 
proached to run by both state and na- 
tional Democratic officials, including 
House Minority Leader Dick 
Gephardt. Republicans hold a slim 5 
vote margin in the U.S. House. 

Although running as a Democrat, 
Gash emphasized she has a strong 
"independent" voting record, much 
like the Republican Porter. She said 
she would not have considered a bid 
had Porter not announced his retire- 
ment. 

"I would have been hesitant to 
have given up my Judiciary chair- 
manship to run against Congressman 
Porter. Congressman Porter was a 
good strong congressman and a good 
fit for this district," she said. 

Gash will face competition in the 
primary if she decides to run. 

Cohen, a Chicago real estate and 



tax attorney who lives in Glencoe, 
made official his intention to run for 
the congressional scat last week. Co- 
hen said while he just made his can- 
didacy official, he has been planning 
a bid for several months. 

In fact, he said about 100 De- 
mocrats from Cook and Lake coun- 
ties met In September at the Jcwett 
Park Fieldhousc in Deerfield. At the 
time, Cohen said the six Democratic 
county leaders, Including Link and 
Gash, endorsed him as the candidate 
to run against Porter. 

■ "I expect the people that en- 
dorsed me will be true to their word," 
he said. 

However, Cohen said if other De- 
mocrats decide to run he welcomes 
the competition. "Of course, it's eas- 
ier if there arc fewer people in the pri- 
mary, but I welcome competition,'' 
he said. 

Cohen was a former Chicago 
City Council member for eight 
years during the 1970s. He served as 
regional director of the U.S. De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services for six Midwestern states 
under President Jimmy Carter's ad- 
ministration. 

Cohen said the 10th congres- 
sional district was once considered 
a safe seat .for Republicans, but 
"the district is undergoing signifi- 
cant demographic changes" and 
many Democrats arc moving into 
the district. 

He cited the elections of Link and 
State Rep. Susan Garrett (D-Lake For- 
est) as just a couple examples of that 
change. 

"This is a very winnablc congres- 
sional district for a Democrat," he 
said. 



The leaf burning brochure dis- 
cusses some of the alternatives resi- 
dents have to leaf burning, such as 
mulching and composting leaves, 
commercial pickup of leaves by 
waste haulers, or the disposing of 
landscape waste materials at desig- 
nated compost facilities. 

It also outlines "good neighbor 
leaf burning tips."

The cost of the leaf burning in- 
sert was about $7,300 to print, and 
another $6,500 for labor costs associ- 
ated with the inserting process. 

The County Administrator's Of- 
fice originally recommended a leaf 
burning ban. The county health de- 
partment proposed cither a ban or 
restrictions on leaf burning. 




The Lake County Board, howev- 
er, voted 15-6 against cither a ban or 
restrictions on the times of year 
when people could bum. The board, 
instead, emphasized the need for 
more education of the public on al- 
ternatives to leaf burning. 

Dale Galassic, executive director 
of the health department, said the 
educational effort Is an attempt to re- 
duce problems associated with leaf 
burning. 

According to national figures, 
more than 29,000 people suffer from 
asthma in Lake County. The Illinois 
-Department of Public Health report- 
ed 1,009 hospitalizations and 12 
deaths from asthma In the county In 
1997. 

"The County Board represents 
the diversity of Lake County. This 
county is not ready to Implement a 
burning ban or restrictions, but 
hopefully the Issue has received 
more attention and people will try to 
bum more conscientiously," he said.

Gumee and Bob Dondy of Fox Lake," 
Brandstctter said. "They both use 
tills facility. If it closes, it will be a real 
problem for them to go somewhere 
else much farther away." 

Robert Wegge of Grayslake, who 
served in the Army from 1950 to 
1953, seconded Brandstctter. Added 
Wegge, "We have more and more ag- 
ing vets in need. The only place 
many of them can turn for medical 
help is here." 

In exchange for putting their 
lives on the line in faraway places, 
Wegge said, those Americans who 
served. in various branches of. the 
Armed Forced were assured by the 
government that their needs would 
be provided for later In the event they 
required help. For Congress to close 
facilities such as the North Chicago 
VA Medical Center would be to re- 
nege on that long-standing promise, 
he said. 

Dick Heard of Ingleslde, who 
served with the Army from 1954 to 
1956, belongs to American Legion 
Post 703 and VFW-Post 9655 in Fox 
Lake. He said members -of both 
posts strongly support the effort to 
save the North Chicago center and 
other VA centers. He said members 
of both units have been conducting 
a letter- writing campaign to con- 
vince Congress to "get with the 
program." 

Asked his feelings about the pro- 



posal in Congress, Heard responded, 
"I think it stinks!" 
, Fellow VWF member Nacy Ro- 
mano of Fox Lake agreed. A Navy 
veteran who served from 1943 to 
1946, Romano said money should 
not be the issue in deciding the fate 
of VA medical centers. "The vets paid 
for these facilities with their lives and 
their body parts," he said. 

Walter March of North Chicago 
said he was pleased with the large 
turnout of vets and supporters. An 
Army veteran who served In 1944 
and 1945, March is legally blind, with 
eyesight limited to pcrifcral vision. If 
the North Chicago center closes, 
March said, he will have a hard time 
finding someone able to drive him to 
a VA hospital in Chicago or Milwau- 
kee for medical help. 

Added Norman Amswald of Lib- 
ertyville, who served with the Army 
Air Corps following World War II, 
"Too many vets depend on this place 
to consider closing it It's up to the 
country to uphold its promises to 
veterans."

efforts on pushing for long needed 
transportation Improvements for the 
area. 

"We have spent a lot of time and 
a lotof money planning different road 
projects," said Carey. "I think there 
has to be a time when we say we've 
got to make some decisions and we've 
got to build something."

"I think it's easy to say 'let's not do 
something'.," she said. "I think we're 
struck in analysis paralysis as part of 
planning for roads in Lake County. At 
some point, we have to do some- 
thing." 

Carey said she is very supportive 
of the efforts of : the Lake County 



Transportation Improvement Project 
The state funded project is studying a 
•wide range of alternatives to address 
long-term traffic congestion prob- 
lems In Lake County. 

"I think it's a good mechanism for 
making some decisions," she said of

GOP voters like W.; Democrats split 



Contrary to impressions fos- 
tered by network political 
pundits and the national 
media, not everyone Is fret- 
ting about who's running for presi- 
dent in 2000. At least not in our 
town. 

If you lean toward the Republi- 
can side, chances are you like the 
prospects of Texas Gov. George W. 
Bush. The entire regular GOP ap- 
paratus in Lake County lined up 
early to support another Bush can- 
didacy. 

Soundings taken by this col- 
umn over the last 10 days indicate 
that Democrats will take their cue 
from two elected officials, State 
Sen. Terry Link (D-Vernon Hills), 
an orthodox Democrat who likes 
the prospects of Vice President Al 
Gore, and State Rep. Lauren Beth 
Gash (D-Highland Park) who feels 
Sen. Bill Bradley best represents 
Democratic interests. 

To professed independents, and 
they seem to be growing in numbers 
here like a lot of places around the 
nation, their reaction to Inquiries 
about presidential politics ranged 
from bemusement to total detach- 
ment. 

Bring up names like Gov. Jesse 
Venture, Donald Trump and various 
Hollywood figures dabbling in na- 
tional politics and laughter ensues, 
sort of like watching Letterman or 
Leno. 

Of other presidential hopefuls, 
only former Vice President Quayle 
had a recognizable following in 
Lake County. He made two visits 
to the county in the last year, both 
times to the home in rural Wau- 
conda of Mr. and Mrs. Al Salvi. 
Quayle talked issues and made 
sense, particularly on foreign poli- 
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cy matters. Dan Quayle was seri- 
ous about the presidency; only no 
one took him seriously. That'says 
more about American politics 
than Dan Quayle. 

At the present, what support 
there is in Lake County for Pat 
Buchanan is invisible. Fifteen or 20 
years ago, when Lake County had 
more blue collar industrial jobs, 
Buchanan's message of protection 
and isolation might have found a 
foothold. As a third party candidate, 
expect Buchanan to get a smattering 
of support in Lake County, 

Sen. John McCain is admired as 
a patriot, but Republicans here- 
abouts haven't connected with the 
former prisoner of war for residence 
in the White House. McCain gets 
mention for veep when mentioned 
at all. Ditto for Elizabeth Dole. We 
didn't find any FOS's, Friends of 
Steve Forbes, at least not at this early 
date. 

With the holiday season just 
around the corner, voters generally 
feel good. The economy's so good 
they take higher taxes and fee in- 
creases in stride. Everyone's work- 



ing. There'll be plenty to be thankful 
for this Thanksgiving.

Medicare will pay for professional 
therapy.

Kindly advise me who is responsible 
for seeing that governmental bodies 
chartered under Illinois State 
Statutes follow the Illinois State 
Statutes, so that I may contact them 
for assistance. As you are aware, a 
number of alleged improprieties 
were brought to your attention re- 
garding alleged misuse of Village of 
Vernon Hills funds, open meeting 
violations, etc, by certain village 
board members, and your office re- 
fused to investigate. 

Is it your legal opinion that a 
resident must file suit to have the 
Illinois State Statutes enforced? If so, 
I question why your office has Inves- 



tigated other complaints against 
other villages and park districts, 
specifically, Warren Township (al- 
leged misuse of village funds by su- 
pervisor and employees), Bairlngton 
(regarding theTaubman mall dis- 
pute and alleged open meetings vio- 
lations), Grayslake Park District (al- 
leged open meeting violations), and 
most recently, Gurnee (alleged open 
meeting violations).

The people plateau 

Your business will never out- 
grow the quality of the people who 
work there. You'll never rise above 
the level you're on if you don't have 
good people to execute the details. 

Here are some ways to find, 
hire, grow and keep good people. 
You can use these to take your busi- 
ness to a higher plateau of service. 

First, you must create a place 
where people want to work. To- 
day's employees are looking for in- 
teresting jobs where they can use 
their skills and education.

Abbott reports sales, 

earnings increase in 

the third quarter 



Abbott Laboratories reported an 
increase in sales and earnings for 
both the thirds quarter and nine 
months ended Sept. 30. 

Worldwide sales for the third 
quarter were S3.121 billion, up 2.8 
percent from $3,036 billion in the 
third quarter of 1998. As expected, 
total sales were unfavorably Impact- 
ed 4.0 percent due to the absence of 
Abbokinase during the quarter and 
the introduction of a generic version 
of Hytrin. In addition, there was a 0.5 
percent negative exchange impact 
due to the effect of the relatively 
stronger U.S. dollar. Diluted earn- 
ings per share for the quarter rose to 
38 cents, up 11.8 percent from 34 
cents a year ago. Net earnings in- 
creased 10.4 percent to $587 million, 
from S532 million in the third quar- 
ter of 1998. During the third quarter, 
research and development expense 
was $276 million. 

"Our results reflect continued 
solid performance in most of our 
businesses with our TAP joint ven- 
ture performing exceptionally well. 
As expected, our U.S. pharmaceuti- 
cal business was negatively impact- 
ed by die introduction of a generic 
form of Hytrin and the absence of 
Abbokinase during the quarter,'" said 
Miles D. White, chairman and chief 
executive officer. "We continue to 
lay the foundation for accelerating 
growth at Abbott. Highlights of the 
third quarter included progress on 
the development of new products, 
the addition of several new licensing 
agreements, and movement toward 
die completion of acquisitions made 
earlier In the year, all of which are 
paving the way for future growth." 

Pharmaceutical products seg- 
ment sales were $565 million in the 
third quarter, -an 8.3 percent de- 



crease from $617 million in die third 
quarter of 1998. Sales for TAP Hold- 
ings Inc., Abbott's joint venture with 
Takeda Chemical Industries, Ltd., 
were $777 million in the third quar- 
ter, up 61.4 percent from $481 mil- 
lion in the third quarter of 1998. 
(While sales from the joint venture 
are not consolidated in Abbott's net 
sales, Abbott's portion of TAP's in- 
come is included in a separate in- 
come line on the consolidated state- 
ment of earnings.) 

Ross products segment sales 
were $478 million in the third 
quarter, a 3.9 percent increase 
from $460 million in the third 
quarter of 1998. 

Hospital products segment sales 
were $51 1 million in the third quar- 
ter, a 10.0 percent increase from $464 
million in the third quarter of 1998. 
International segment sales, 
including direct exports from the 
United States, were $749 million, 
up 3.4 percent from $724 million 
in the third quarter of 1998. Inter- 
national segment sales were unfa- 
vorably impacted 1.7 percent due 
to the effect of the relatively 
stronger U.S. dollar. Without the 
impact of exchange, international 
segment sales would have in- 
creased by 5.1 percent.
